The announcement 
was seen by Edward R. D. Mayne, an 
uncle of Dr; Fraser, who immediately 
sent word to the paper that Dr. Fraser 
could not have married Miss Thorn 
legally, as he was a married man.

A few days ago Mr. Mayne re- 
ceived from Mrs. Fraser a letter written 
by her husband October 12, suggesting 
divorce. 


. She refused to consent to a divorce. 
Miss Thorn was a clerk in the census 
office. Her mother, who is employed in 
the agricultural department, put the 
marriage notice in the paper. She says 
Dr. Fraser claimed to have been di- 
vorced. 


He and her daughter went to Balti- 
more Wednesday, and her daughter tel- 
egraphed that evening that they had 
been married and were on their way to 
London, Ont., to visit Dr. Eraser's 
mother.

AN EMBEZZLER CAUGHT. 


H e Stole 8150,000, 
Went to China 
and Returns a Poor Man to 
B e Arrested. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 21—August 
Dulmage, for many years crown timber 
agent at Bat Portage, Ont., who disap- 
peared last spring with $150,000 belong- 
ing to the Canadian government, was 
discovered in this city Saturday night 
by P. A. Phelps, of^Bat 
Portage. 
Phelps saw Dulmage ihurrying down 
Washington street towards the short- 
line depot. 


When overtaken by Phelps, the fugi- 
tive almost fainted from fright. 
Ques- 
tioned about his movements since his 
disappearance from Eat Portage, Dul- 
mage said he had been to Ciiina, where 
he lost considerable money in a specula- 
tion. 


He arrived in Minneapolis a month 
ago and has since been in hiding on the 
south side. Being almost out of money 
he said he had about concluded to pro- 
ceed to Ottawa and stand trial for his 
crime. His voluntarily surrender to the 
Canadian authorities, he said, would 
result in the arrest of several persons 
high in the government service, who 
had compelled him to steal and taken 
the lion's share of the spoils. 


Dulmage has a wife and family, who 
have heard nothing from him since last 
spring when he fled from home and 
warrants were issued for his arrest. 
Dulmage says that Walter Rierdan, ex- 
chief of police at Rat Portage, and his 
alleged confederate is in Minneapolis 
also and will return with him to Canada. 
Rierdan gave Dulmage the tip to leave 
Canada and subsequently, it is said, 
broke into the Hudson Bay company's 
warehouse, stole a larger quantity of 
valuable furs and escaped across the 
border. 


AX A S S A S S I N ' S 1>EED. 


Member of the Police Board Shot at 
Hay ton, O.--Other -Telegrams. 


DAYTON, Ohio, Oct. 21.—Richard C. 
Anderson, a member of the new police 
board, w|is shot while in the office of the 
Dayton Plow works on Saturday even- 
ing. The identity of the assassin and 
his motive are unknown. The shot took 
effect in Mr. Anderson's thigh, but the 
wound is not regarded as dangerous. 
The shooting created a big sensation 
here. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Oct. 21.—Hon. L. 
B. Rea, of Boise City, Mont., is in this 
city. He says that in western Montana 
the grass is literally withered way for 
want of rain. Many thousands of head 
of cattle have starved to death for want 
of grass and famished for water. Ranch- 
men are paying $20 and $25 a ton for 
hay and in a week or two it will be im- 
possible to get it at any price. Water is 
being hauled in some cases as far as 
twenty iniles. 


NEW YOBK, Oct. 21.—Mrs. Mary A. 
Williams, aged thirty-four, wife of a 
well known tenor singer of Newark and 
very popular in society at that place, 
swallowed rat poison Thursday night 
and died Friday morning. She has suf- 
fered from melancholia, the result of an 
attack of typhoid fever and was under 
medical treatment, and it had become 
known to her that removal to an asylum 
was contemplated. In the momentary 
absence of her nurse she secured the 
poison and swallowed it. 


ST. LOUIS, Oct. 21.—Seventeen year 
old Andrew Gitchereer, and a few com- 
panions, tried to force their way into a 
dance hall early yesterday morning and 
on being ejected threw stones at Police- 
man Rpbert McCormick, hitting him in 
the face. Gitcliereer was killed by the 
policeman as he was about to throw an- 
other missile. McCormick has been ex- 
onerated by a coroners jury. 


NEW YOBK, Oct. 21.—B. T. Babbitt, 
the well known soap manufacturer, died 
last night, aged eighty years. He was a 
native of Westmoreland, Onedia county, 
New York. He leaves a fortune of sev- 
eral million dollars. 


NEW YOBK, Oct. 21.—A special from 
Boston says that the election of the col- 
ored student, Clement Gan-ett Morgan, 
as class orator at Harvard, was far from 
unanimous. 
The color line was not 
only drawn, but was drawn so closely 
that Morgan was chosen by a majority 
of only one vote in a total of 250. 
The 
name of his white opponent is not made 
known. 


WHEELING, W. Va., Oct. 21.—Chas. 
Piatt, aged 15,was deliberately murdered 
last eveningly James MuUarky, a boy 
about two years older. Young Piatt and 
James Vernon were returning home in 
a light spring-wagon with a load of wal- 
nuts, when they met MuUarky, who had 
a rifle and asked to be allowed to ride. 
This being refused, he endeavored to 
steal some of the nuts. For this Piatt 
struck MnUorky ligbtiy with his whip. 


Mullarky then raised his rifle and shot 
Piatt in the head, death resulting in a 
few minutes. Mullarky escaped. 


C I R R O F MEMCO, Oct. 21.—Mendoza 
Carline has sold the immense Hacinda 
ofZecajuxtia in Morelas, near Cuatla, 
with an accompanying silver mine to a 
London syndicate for $20,000,000. The 
sugar plantation is one of the largest in 
the republic while the mine has pro- 
duced between $2,000,000 and $3,000,- 
000. 


EAST SAGINAW, Mich., Oct. 21.—Deiss 
Dowd, a merchant of Freeland, this 
county, Saturday evening threw into a 
stove a small box supposed to be empty. 
Instead it contained a dynamite cart- 
ridge, which exploded, wrecking a por- 
tion of the establishment and mangling 
Dowd in a frightful manner. 
One leg 
has been amputated and from the other 
the flesh is torn to the bone. 
It is 
hardly probable he will recover. 


APPLETON, Wis., Oct. 21.—Word has 
just been received here of an accident 
that happened at Kimberly, three miles 
below here, similar to that which took 
place at Florence. The rear wall of the 
water power canal, about twelve feet 
high and fifty feet long, went out from 
the pressure of water. 
The head gate- 
ways were immediately

and 
further damage prevented.

age to the immense paper plant will be 
at least $10,000.

T H E A S P H A I . T PAVEMENT. 


Some Interesting F a c t s About 
It-- 
Will B e .Completed Xov. I5th. 


This morning, a representative of THE 
SENTINEL met and conversed with Mr, 
Jesse Warren, general superintendent of 
The Barber Asphalt Paving company, 
of Washington, D. C., the company 
which is engaged in laying the asphalt 
pavement on West Wayne street. 


Mr. Warren says the work will be 
completed at the time specified in the 
contract, the 15th of November. 
The 
company have 150 workmen employed 
on the work and their expenses are $250 
a day. The pavement, when completed, 
will cost $50,000. The contract lorice is 
82.84 per square yard for laying the 
pavement, 25 cents per cubic yard for 
grading, and eight cents per foot for re- 
setting the curbing. 


The asphalt is brought from Trinidad 
and costs ^40 per ton delivered to the 
contractors on the ground in this city. 
The crushed stone comes from the Wa- 
bash quarries of Ex-Mayor Muhler at 
Wabash and 175 car loads have already 
been delivered for the work. 


The pavement, when completed, will 
cost the property owners living along 
West Wayne street, where it is being 
laid, S250 for a fifty-foot frontage lot, or 
^5 per foot. 
The company agrees to 
keep the street in repair for five years, 
and afterwards for any number of years 
at 10 cents per square yard. The life of 
the pavement is from fifteen to twenty 
years, when the top covering can be re- 
laid, as the concrete, or lower suface, 
will last forever and improves with 
every year of_its existence. 
The sti-eet 
is never sprinkled, but swept, 
and 
makes a nice, even, beautiful surface 
for driving. 


The company, Mr. Warren says, is 
pushing tiie work as rapidly as possible. 
The men who have charge of it here are 
Mr. Joseph Mertland, of Philadelphia, 
and Mr. W. M. Jennings, of Buffalo, 
both of whom are trusty, competent 
men and will see that the work is well 
done.

THE BARRJBTT MIJRDÍIR. 


The verdict of the jury in the Barrett 
murder case, considering the atrocity of 
the crime, is not a severe one. The 
sentence of twenty-one years is one 
which in all probability will confine him 
to the state prison for life. He is now 
seventy-four years of age, and if he 
should by a possibility live until he has 
finished his term he would be ninety-five 
years of age. John Barrett, in all 
probability, will go from his prison cell 
to his grave. 


The plea of insanity made in his case 
no doubt operated to save him from the 
gallows, but John Barrett was not in- 
sane. He was a man of an ugly dispo- 
sition, and this led him to take the life 
of his wife. He bears a bad reputation 
at his own home, and few, if any of his 
neighbors, believe that he was insane. 


Considering all the circumstances of 
the case, and the fact that his wife, too, 
possessed a temper that in some measure 
brought 
about the fiendish crime, 
the sentence of the jury is about what it 
should have been.

footsteps, whilst ever widening the field 
opened up by their apostolic labors. 
Most joyfully have we welcomed the ex- 
pression which you and the other 
bishops conv^ to us of your loyalty and 
devotion to the apostolic see. 


"We desire, in return, to assure you 
that, like our predecessors of blessed 
memory, we too, bear an especial love 
toward you, our brethren, and the faith- 
ful committed to your care, and that 
we pray fervi^tly for your prosper- 
ity and welfíéiíig/ ^ gathering comfort 
meanwhile no less from the readiness of 
your people to co-operate in all manner 
of good works than from the examples 
of sacerdotal virtue which are daily set 
before them. In regard to your wish 
that some representatives from this city 
should, in our name, be present at your

And as.a pledge of 
our special affection we lovingly impart 
ap<M3tolic benediction to you, to our 
venerable brethem, the bishops of the 
United States, and to all the clergy and 
faithful committed to your charge."

BARREn GETS 21 YEARS! 


Jury ]>eal8 Idshtly With the 
Wlfe-Miarderer—The Prisoner 
Interviewed. 


The jury in the Barrett murder case, 
after having been in their room a little 
over four hours, returned a verdict Sat 
urday night at 9:45 o'clock. The court 
room was crowded as the jury filed in, 
and ^hen the sheriff appeared at the 
door with the prisoner it was with some 
difficulty that he made his way thi-ough 
the throng of people. 
There was a 
hushed silence, however, when John 
Barrett took his seat and a few moments 
thereafter Judge O'Kourke turned to 
the jury and said: 
"Gentlemen, have 
you agreed on a verdict?" "We have," 
was the response of the foreman, and 
every ear w ^ turned to catch the words 
of the verdict as it fell from the lips of 
the judge: 


We, the jury, find the defendant, 
John Barrett; guilty of voluntary man- 
slaughter. And we further find that he 
be imprisoned in the state's prison for 
twenty-one years. 


WNIUAM DICKBBSON,

The prisoner seemed to be the most 
unconcerned in that vast assemblage, 
and sat stolid and indifferent as Attor- 
ney Dawson polled the jury, and they 
were dismissed by Judge O'Rourke, 
when Barrett was taken back to the jail 
by the sheriff. 


The verdict of the jury was not an un- 
expected one, either to those who had 
heard the testimony or who had read it 
as it was published in THE SENTINEII. 
The twelve men did not seem to be in- 
fluenced very much by the plea of in- 
sanity set up as a defense, for it is un- 
derstood t^at on the first ballot ten 
were for conviction and two for acquit- 
tal. Their opinions ranged this way for 
a number of ballots, some of the ten be- 
ing in favor of a stronger punishment 
than that rendered in the verdict, when 
they finally agreed upon manslaughter, 
with a prison sentence of twenty-one 
years. 


On his way back to the jail Barrett 
talked freely to the. officer in charge and 
seemed pleased at the verdict of the 
jury. 
"I expected to be hung," he 
said. "Well, well, it is all over." 


He went to his cell and passed the 
night in a sleep less troubled and wake- 
ful than any since his trial commenced. 


THE PEISONER INTERVIEWED. 


A reporter of THE SENTINEL appeared 
at the jail door yesterday morning as 
the church bells were ringing their call 
for Sunday worship. 


' 'Can I see Barrett ?" he asked of Jailor 
Lindsay, who responded to the call, and 
being answered in the affirmative he 
entered and the two went through the 
jail corridors, up the stairway to the 
large east room on the second floor, 
where the prisoner was confined. 


The jailor turned the lock, the huge 
iron door swung open and the reporter 
found himself in the cell face to face 
with John Barrett, the wife-murderer. 


The prisoner had finished his break- 
fast but a few moments before, and was 
sitting in a chair at the east window 
gazing out upon the Sunday morning 
scene as it presented itself in front of 
the jail. 


John Barrett is not an angel in ap- 
pearance. He is a short, heavy set 
man, five feet four inches in height ap- 
parently, and weighing perhaps 185 
pounds. His face is a coarse and brutal 
one andlbears upon it the stamp of just 
such a man as the witnesses for the state 
described him to be. It was a face re- 
markable in some respects. He greeted 
our reporter pleasantly, and yet behind 
his mildly uttered, indifferent "good 
morning," one could plainly see the 
bull-dog nature of the man. Hi may 
have been a quiet, peaceable citizen as 
long as everything went his own way, 
but let John Barrett be rubbed the 
wrong way, let his will be opposed, let 
his passions be aroused and his hate in~ 
curred, and it doesn't require a second 
glance at his face to see that he is capa- 
ble of committing just such a foul crime 
as wiU in a few days send him to the 
penitentiary and keep him there until 
death opens the prison doors. 


"How do you feel this morning, Mr. 
Barrett?" asked our reporter as he 
shook hands with the murderer and took 
a chair near to and facing him. 


"My leg troubles me a good deal. I 
froze it last winter and ever since then 
it has bothered me at times. Otherwise 
I feel better than at any time since my 
confinement here." 


"What do you think of the verdict of 
the jury in your case?" 


"I have no complaint to make. I sup- 
pose it had to come. I would rather go 
to the penitentiary than the insane asy- 
lum, and I am glad its all over. I feel 
easier, too, now that my-property has 
been fixed." 


"We have had the deeds all drawn 
up," he continued in response to the re- 
porter's questions, "and by them my 
sons, John and George, each get eighty 
acres of my farm and my grandson, 
William Myers, gets forty. My other 
children, Fred Barrett 
and Eliza- 
beth 
Pettit are given personality. 
This would have amounted to $2,000, 
but ^ s case will take a good deal of it 
and when it is settled I think they will 
get about $600 each." 
««Wl»7 do you out Fred and i^izab^th 


off with this small amount?" asked the 
reporter. 


"Well George and John stuck by me. 
They helped me accumulate my prop- 
erty. My farm is now worth 610,000 
and there is'nt any incumbrance on it. 
George and John and my grandson, 
William Myers, aU helped me in getting 
this property, and they are entitled to 
it. Elizabeth and Fred left me years 
ago and I have given them aU they de- 
serve." 


"I feel a good deal better since this 
property business has been fixed," he 
repeated several times during the con- 
versation, and it appeared as if this had 
worried the old man more than anything 
connected with the murder or the trial 
of it in the court. " I would rather go 
to prison and have my property go as I 
have deeded it, than go to the insane 
asylum and have it set aside and my 
property divided." 


"You don't look like a bad man, 
said 
THE 
SENTINEII reporter, as he 
looked into the prisoner's face, famil- 
iarly touched him on the arm and real- 
ized as he uttered the words that he 
was telling a "whopper" of an untruth. 


"I hain't a bad man," he replied. " I 
always lived peaceable and quiet with 
everybody and never had any trouble 
with any of them until this thing oc- 
curred." 


"You remember about the occurrences 
on that eventful April Sunday morning 
that led to your killing of your wife ?" 


"I do not. I don't remember any- 
thing about it. The whole affair is a 
blank to me. All I remember is that I 
was in the dining room. I saw two men 
pass the house and soon afterwards they 
came into the room and told me my wife 
had been murdered," and for the first 
time during the conversation, the hard 
expression in the old man's face changed 
and something like tears'formed in his 
eyes, but he changed in a moment as he 
saw that our reporter noticed his real or 
affected sorrow at his terrible deed, and 
said: "I never had any trouble with 
my wife." 


"How long had you been married to 
her ?" 


"We were married forty-eight years 
ago, in 1841, the same day that Peter 
Kiser was married." 


"How old are you, Mr. Barrett ?" 
He turned to Jailor Lindsey for the 
reply. "Seventy four," answered that 
officer. "He will be ninty-five when his 
sentence ends." 


"I will never live to see that day, 
Barrett quickly spoke up.

During the month 
sixty-three men were aided through dis- 
ability and 161 on account of iUness. 
The association has now been in opera- 
tion three months and has disbursed in 
a^fttb benefltB 15,250, in disabiUty bene- 


fits 1^,679.90, and in sick benefits 
920^90. All employes who have been in 
the service of the company six months 
can become members of the association 
and entitléd to its benefits without an 
examination. 
After January 1, 1890, 
the applicant must pass a standard life 
company examination. The increase in 
its membership is now very rapid; in 
fact, as fast as the officers of this depart- 
ment can fill out the necessary papers.

AllRETT GETS 21 YEARS! 


Jury Ih-nlf* Lightly With the 


Wire-Sluwlercr-Tlie frlttoner 


Interviewed. 


The jury in the Barrett murder cose, 
tor having boen in their room a little 
-er four hours, returned a verdict Sut- 
duy night at 9:45 o'clock. Tho court 
om was crowded as the jury filed in, 
d n lieu the sheriff appeared at the 
oor with the prisoner it woa with some 
ilioulty that he mado his way through 
e throng of people. 
There was a 


islied silence, however, when John 
irrett took his seat and a few momenta 
ereiiffer Judge O'Bourko turned to 
o jury and said: 
"Gentlemen, have 


ou agreed on & verdict?" "Wo have," 


IB the response of tho foreman, and 
very ear was turned to catch the words 


tlie verdict as it fell from the lips of 
e judge: 
We, the jury, find the defendant, 
ohn Barrett, guilty of voluntary man-
